1* Reference is made to ay ^eaoronduai of 7 September 
1950 <sn the above subject, forwarding the Bepert of the Ad 
Hoc Comittee on Voice of America Jamal ng, and noting that 
Rccoesaeadetioa 3 of the Report regarding establishment of an 
additional monitoring facility would be referred to the United 
State# Cesssunications Intelligence Board. 

2* The Chairman of IBCZB Me now forwarded to me the 
attached report which recosacads, in brief, that an additional 
monitoring facility be established under the operational direc- 
tion of AFSA. and delineates the requirement* In terms of facil- 
ities, personnel and equipment for the establishment of such a 
facility* This USCXB report and its recoasca-ntlons have the 
unanimous approval of the IAC. 

3* In the light of the tSBCtB report and further considera- 
tion of the problem, the IAC now submits, for the consideration 
of the Council In connection with SBC 66, the following final 
reccsmndatlons which Incorporate the recommendations of the 
K3CXB report and the recaHsendations of the earlier IAC report, 
appropriately revised: 

a. That a readjustment of priorities among existing 
intelligence tasks or a reallocation of the use of exist- 
ing intelligence facilities should not be undertaken. 

b* That there should be established an additional 
monitoring activity to obtain and provide laf creation on 
current Soviet Jamming activities which will assist the 
VM. in its program and assist other S3 Government c cwmuai - 
catlons services in combatting present and future Soviet 
radio interference, and that this additional monitoring 
activity be established, coordinated and operated as 
follows: 
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(1) The Initial program far this activity should 
be undertaken along the Hoes suggested in Sacloeur® 2 
of the QSCXB Report of 23 ftwsber 1950. 

(2) This activity should ooaitor sad locate Russian 
Jamming signals and other interfering transmitters and 
should convey promp tly and continuously to the VQA ami 
otiwr interested US commimicetions services such result- 
ing information as sill assist them to Improve their 
reception. 

(3) This activity should not Interfere with exist- 
ing monitoring programs, particularly fro m the stand- 
point ©f equipment and personnel, 

(k) This activity will he coordinated by CIA with 
existing ncn-AFEA monitories activities, 

(5) In view of the CflKIHT aspects of this program, 

USC IB should he assigned the function of general co- 
ordination of this activity. In the performance of 
this Vfawfft fryn nsgTt stonia he governed by the pro- 
visions of] | 

(6) This activity should he placed wider the 
operational direction of AFSA, and appropriate pro- 
vision should he made for Service procureaent of the 
necessary equlrosnt and personnel. 

c. That the CZA assume overall responsibility tot 

(l) Coordinate the collection of information con- 
cerning Russian jamming £rt® all sources. 

(2) Serve as the collection point for this inf car- 
nation and assure that such of this information as will 
assist the VQA and other government ccsmswications 
services to improve their reception on a dally basis 
is passed prem&tly and continuously to these services* 
The CIA, with the assistance of the Special Assistant, 
Intelligence, Department of State, should determine 
and establish such security arrangements and channels 
of dissemination as say he required to pass this infor- 
mation to the VO&j these arrangements and channels to 
he determined in the light of materials made available. 
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(3) Undertake, in conjunction with toe other 
intelligence agencies, a coordinated pragma. for Vm 
collation, evaluation and diaeceia&ticn of such infer- 
nation as will be useful in the Xeog-r&a&e analysis 
of Htt s aian radio interference and in the developaent 
of couater-aeasixoc .
